linus, Capitotienus. Or elſe ſeven Forms of 
Government, as is ſhewed before, of which 
the ſixth, viz, (the Government by Empe- 
rors) was in being, when St. Fok# wrote : 

The ſeventh was not then 
come, namely, the Ecclefiaftical Govern-- 
ment by Biſhops ; which fucceeded at Rome, 
upon the Tranſlation of the Imperial Seat

CHAP. I. 3: 


T Hey are called two Witneſſes,and they 
| may fſignifie either the old, and new 
Teftaments, both which Antichrift hath en- 
deayoured to diſgrace, deface, corrupt, ſup- 
prels and deſtroy, calling the Scripture a 
nofe of Wax, --and a dead Letter, a leaden 
Rule; and preferring the Traditions of 
Men above them. Theſe Witneſſes in the 
Primitive Church, were cloathed in ſack- 
cloth, and preached Repentance, by the 
fpace of five or ſix hundred Years. But ha- 
ving done their Meſſage, the Roman Beaſt 
made War npon them, and overcame them, 
fo that they lay open to contempt, cared for 
of none, underſtood of few, and feared of all 
to be medled withal. (Yea,they were killed) 
and the very Throat of them cut, by a ge- 
neral Cenſure, Printed at Venice, An. 1562. - 
W hich condemneth all for heretical, that 
contradift their Traditions. 

1 hus lay their Bodies without Vigor, 
Ver, 8. (as ſometimes the Law, until it was 
revived, 2 Chroy. 34. x4.) and worldly men 
rejoyced, Ver. 10. for now they had hberty 

to 
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to do what they. lifted, a Pardon for all 
might be procured by their Purſe. | 
et,at laſt (praiſed be God) we ſee theſe 

Witneſſes to ariſe again, and beginning to 
ſhine in their former Glory, ver. 11. 

Which happy Alteration and Exaltation 
of them, hath bred ſuch an Earthquake, 
among the Nations that a_ good part of 
them that were in SubjeCtion to that City, 
are fallen from her, and have reje&ed her 
yoke, Verſe [2 

2, Or theſe Witneſſes may ſignifie the 
Preachers of the Word. Two only are 
mentioned , becauſe two are ſufficient in 
Law. ' Theſe for preaching the foreſaid 
Truth and Dodtrin, diſcovering the Man 
of fin, and his Corruptions, were put to 
cruel Deaths and Torments z but roſe again 
-in the perſon of their Succeffors, ſupplying 
their room, and ftill bearing witneſs to th 
ſame Truth. Of which' grew that memos 


rable and miraculous Obſeryation, Sanguis 


Martyrum ſemen Eccleſiz, the Martyrs Blood 
the teed of the Church. The mighty and 
marvellous power of this Truth, hath of 
latter times ſo encreaſed,- that many King- 
doms and great Nations, have in few years 
been converted thereby, to the true Wor- 
ſhip of Almighty God. 
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The ſeven laft laſt Plagues and 
Viols of God's Wrath. 


CHAP. 16.1.

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The fifth darkened the Kiapfom of the 
Beaſt : which- is- fatfilled in the Revolt of 
Proteftant Princes, from Obedience to the 
Pope, and it is to them the greateft Plague 
of all others, Verſ& 104. 


The fixth dryed up the River Explr c- 
tes,. (which was tlie beſt triiſted defence of 
the old Babylon) that is, conſumed the 
Riches, Honour, Glory and Strength of 
Romiſh Babylon. And this maketh the Fiſh, 
nay, the Frogs, to beſtir themſelves : for 
it 1s ſaid, (that three Frogs came out) a 
plural number; noting their multicude 
and threefold direftion. For, Firft they 
are railed and inſpired by the Dragon the 
Devt. BY 


Secondly, they are maintained by the 
Beaſt, Antichriſt, 


And thirdly, they are inftrufted by the 
falſe Prophet, the Apoſtarick Church,to de- 
fend the Triple-crownted Monarch the Pope 
of Kome. 


Frogs they are fitly named, being indeed 
Animals of either Element, Air, Earth, 
and Water, croaking in every Corner to 
ſtop the Leak,.to fill up their Eupbrazes, 
and- to- gather- again- the Kings of. the 
Earth, Verſe 14.
